Missouri. The contest was 
for 


15,000, the major portion of the gate re- 
ceipts, and the championship of America. 


Both men were in nne form and made 


an Interesting and exciting race. Oau- 
daur finished five lengths ahead of Han- 
lan In 20:29, and apparently could have 
beaten the ex-champion by a dozen lengths 
had he been so disposed, but he stopped 
active work when in front of the grand 
stand and pulled to the finish line in a very 
slow and easy munncr. 


The contest attracted a groat crowd of 


people from this city, and the town of 
Pullman 
overflowed 
with 
humanity. 


Prom ten o'clock until four stiff breezes 
blew over the lake, and the water ran so 
high that a race at all seemed impossible. 


At one .time a furious wind storm, ac- 


companied by rain, passed over tho town, 
driving the spectators lu-doors, and caus- 
ing a universal feeling that the raco 
would have to be postponed. But as tho 
evenlngdrew near the wind subsided, and 
the water of Lake 
Calumot bocamo 


calmer, and there was a prospect of fair- 
weather conditions for a good contest. 


There wore six thousand people in tho 


grand stand, and many thousand along 
the shore, when shortly before six o'clock 
referoe Hamilton Busby, of the Turf, Field 
and farm, of New York, unpoared in tho 
launch Jappa, and sailed for the starting 
bouys. 
A few minutes after, Guudaur 


appeared in bis shell, and quietly rowed 
to the starting place to await the arrival 
of Hanlan. After some delay Hanlan put 
in .an appearance in his slender shell, 
wearing a blue and white striped shirt, 
a cap of the same material and a pair of 
blue knee breeches. 


There was some preliminary work, and 


then the two oarsmen came close together 
and tho word was given for tho start. 
Hanlan was the first to catch tho water 
but Gaudaur was quick to follow him, unl 
away the two shells shot through Iho 
lakein steady motion, despite the qniln 
heavy waves that were rolling. Thero

men swept by the grand stand and 
settled down to their work. Hanlan, 
whoso course lay farthest from shore, 
sent his strokes up to thirty-eight to iho 
minute, and was soon in tho lead of Ills 
opponent Gaudaur was not far behind, 
however, and held his own in good shape. 


When the men were half a mile from tho 
starting point, Hanlan had drawn ahead 
half a length, and -was spurting with a 
short stroke. Gaudaur was pulling thirty 
to the minute in a steady, easy manner, 
not apparently worried by tho champion's 
lead. 


The wind had now freshened consider- 


ably, and a driving rain storm sot in, but 
neither oarsman seemed to mind the

Memorial Day in New Yoih . 


YORK, May 31. —Bvory-day toil 


was quite generally suspended in 1ho 
shops and business houses of this city 
yesterday, and men, women and children 
were in holiday attire. There was clear 
evidence that the day which maiks the 
tribute to the dead was not waning from 
the public heart as a sacred day. The 
central ovent was the parade of tho 
Brand Army men, escorted by the iniliU.i.
